(57) Abstract: Organic light emitting devices are described wherein the emissive layer comprises a host material containing an 
emissive molecule, which molecule is adapted to luminesce when a voltage is applied across the heterostructure, and the emissive 
^ molecule is selected from the group of phosphorescent organometallic compounds, including cyclometallated iridium compounds 
and wherein the devices contain an exciton blocking layer. 
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
